prea -h concord and brotlierly love.” 
The Grandmoulin affair has proved my 
thesis up to the hilt, and Mustapha Pasha 
Kamel, who ever affects to invoke public 
opinion, has merely to make enquiries among 
the European colonies to learn what they think 
of him. Instead of writing letters him-elf, 
signed “A European,” he had better publish 
some signatures and we shall then see 
what becomes of his bluff. But since the 
oxasion is too gool to be lost let us see 
what was the constant attitude of our 
amicable tambourinist in the past towards 
Europeans in general and France in particular. 
It is affirmed, is it not, that the young Prince 
Mustapha (such is the title he bears in the 
casinos of Vichy, Bi:rrite, and other sceses of 
his prophetic meditation«) alores Europe, has 
not a shadow of fanaticism, and exodlpates 
Pan-lslamism of all political or anti-Buropean 
designs. How then reconcile this affirfmation 
with the following words: “The conduct of the 
Christian Powers justifies the observation that 
they conceal the bitterest hate and vilest 
hostility for Islam, that they encourage the 
Christian peoples to revive the Eastern ques- 
tion.” (“Al Lewa,” 8.12.05). It is obvious that 
this phrase and the accompanying comshents 
are of a natare to make the Egyptians throw 
themselves into our arms. Again: “ The 
Moslems do their utmost to preserve their 
individuality and their race again-t the causes 
of corruption and relaxation of fibre which 
come from the French and their likes. The 
French instigate their Government to weaken 
their religion and to develop what they call 
free-thought among the people since conversion 
to Christianity is impossible.’ (“Al Lewa,” 
17.8.06). And as for Pan-Islamism, is it not 
illuminated with o lurid light when one reads 
in “Al Lewa” of February 6, 1906, the following 
passages : “This union (of Moslems) will per- 
mit us to ris@to a higher rank and obtain 
immense moral and material advantages. Its 
consequences are special and ge:eral ; special 
in that they bring us great benefits and 
permit as toattain or ends, however difficult 
their realisation may appear ; general in that 
the humblest individual of the Moslem com- 
munity will be able to ally himself with his 
brothers and reptilse the common foe. The 
Moslems of Algeria, when they heard of the 
naval demonstration at Mytilene, were greatly 
moved...... they longed for the heaven-sent 
victory of our Lord the Commander of the 
Faithful.

Comment would only weaken the article 
where the author at least says what he means, 
and right clearly too. True, it mast not be 
forgotten that he then wrote in Arabic. In 
French or English there would be a very 
different version. What am I saying? It simply 
would not appear But we must continue our 
excursion awong Mustapba’s caramels. 
I have shown how Mustapha Pasha Kamel 
brings about a good understanding—in Arabic 
—between Europeans and vatives. His system 
is to describe Europe in general and the French 
in particular as “enemies imbued with the 
vilest fanaticiem.” Is it surprising that the 
natives look askance at us and consider the 
Pasha an enewy of our. civilisation ? ~In 
his revolutionary reveries ( English edition, 
‘Standard,’ 15.3.07.) this good apostle re- 
marked last Friday: “France is the country 
of justice, liberty, and great human principles.

“Al Lewa.” But no matter. A vague journal, 
entitled the “Turk,” is published in Cairo, and 
our good Moslem inserts his story therein. But 
in Turkish it would miss fire, so nextday “Al 
Lewa” gives us the Arabic translation and 
parades on its first page one of the most violent 
attacks ever printed against France.—the land, 
remember, of “justice, liberty and human 
progress.......” This article I have no doubt was. 
written to conciliate European and native, bat I 
im not sure whether it andwered the athor's 
expectations. Need we wouder that M. Jonn «rt, 
the eminent Governor of Algeria, received the 
number of “Al Lewa” referred to, accompanied 
hy the following commentary written in red 
ink from Cairo : “Down with the Prench Go- 
vernment and all the French ! Know, O unjust 
governor, that the cruelties of which all you 
French are guilty towards the natives of Alge- 
ria are so many blows to your own influence 
and prestige in all Islamic lands and can only 
result in the alienation from you of all minds, 
Learn that I myself, after studying in the 
French colleges of the Jesuits and the Christ-

tthe final annihilation of the Khalifa’s hordes, 


Thoughts would obtrude also at the interesting 
sites in Omdurman itself, the ‘Mahdi’s house 
and tomb, the Mosque Square, where Slatin 
daily had to abjure his Fuith, and the famous 
Arsenal or Beyt el Amana, . 


AN ESCAPE FROM MARTYRDOM. 


‘How little do we now recall of this wonder- 
ful Mahdi, of ,his early ascetic life, of his 
crusade against Christianity, his victories over 
‘Egyptian contingents, his annihilation of Hicks 
Pasha’s army, his resistance of the British 
Gordon Relief Expedition, the final capture of 
Khartoum, and the murder of that stronghold’s 
heroic defender ! 

The present writer feels these thoughts the 
more-acutely.in.that he migbt. well haveshared 
Gordon’s martyrdom had not Downing-street 
required his services facther north during, the 
troublous times, and during the subsequent 
cholera epidemic, in Egypt , 1882-83), for dur- 
ing these years he held her Majesty s Commis- 
sion as Cynsul for the Sudan. Be 

The Mahdi’s parents, like those, of the 
Prophet Mahomet, bore the names of Abdullah 
and Aniina;'-he “was precocious as a»boy, 
having learned by heart the six thousand 
verses of the Koran.at the age of twelve. He 
grew into a-tall, broad-shouldered man, but 
when after the fall of Khartoum his Divine 
mission was acknowledged by millions, and 
his temporal sway extended over the whole 
Sudan, he suddenly changed his life from one: 
of asceticism to one of sensuality and luxury,. 
and he died June 22, 1886, being only some 
forty years of age. s 

To-day the Mahdi’s power and the seven- 
teen years Dervish rule are but painful mem- 
ories. é 


THE NEW CITY. 


The ruins of Khartoum have been cleared 
away, and a new city has arisen‘and is rapidly 
growing. Well laid out in Luge oblongs, with 
wide avenues capable of extension southwards, 
grand blocks of buidings and charming res- 
idences with good gardens have already sprung 
up. The chief promenade on the river front, 
and all streets parallel tothe Blue Nile bear 
odd numbers, and sometimes names as well, 
while the roads running north and south will 
be numbered 2, 4, 6, etc., beginning from the 
British barracks, — 2 

The principal edifices are the Governor- 
General’s palace, the War Office, Post Of- 
fice, Gordon Memorial College, and the mag- 
nificent new mosque. There aré also large 
hotels, banks, market halls, ete. Public tram: 
ways shorten the distance, and private car- 
riages. and motor-cars are seen, while the 
humble donkey covers the ground comfort- 
ably, and even. speedily, when urgel to 
effort by “Arrdt” in considerable numbers, 
a most familiar cry in Khartoum streets. 

Very shortly another stately pile will 
add to Khartoum’s architectural triumphs 

namely, All Saints’ Church, which is being 
built in the form of the Latin Cross, with 
a detached tower. . J 

It is curious how history repeate itself. 
A thousand years ago Sonieh, which stood 
where Khartoum has been built to-day, was 
described as “a town adorned with magnifi- 
cent buildings, great houses, churches en- 
riched with gold, and gardens.” And quite: 
possib y the description may have applied to 
another town on the tongue of land which 
gives its name, ‘‘ Elephant’s trunk,” to the 


ff 


Khartoum of to-day, for there is a statue: 


still in the City, of a Pharaoh of the Thir: 
teenth Dynasty, which flourished somie+4,000 
years ago. : | 


THE LAND QUESTION PN EGYPT. 

Behind Khartoum the native population 
is quartered in. neat and cleanly villages ; 
the «huts are of various styles characteristic 
of the tribes, who live separate one from the 
other, the Shillooks and the Dinkas being 
the ‘most important. They, are fine men, 
slizht, but standing over ix. feet,-and their 
villages are scrupulously clean 

Beyond Khartoum stretches southwards the 
Ghezireh, or Island, so’ called because its 
six or eight million fertile acres are between 
the White'and Blue Niles, every: tract of 
land surrounded by rivers being termed in’ 
olden times an ‘Island.” There has been 
some buying and selling of land in the Ghe- 
zireh, but until the vexed question of title 
and ownership is settled the Sudan Govern- 
ment wisely discourage, and forbid, such trans- 
actions, Even when this problem has been 
solved, there will remain the grave question 
of dearth of population, which only time can 
answer. Roughly speaking, 75 per cent ‘of 


the population ofthe entire Sadan’ fell vio-- 


tims to war and disease during the sad
